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Council Strikes 80. 5 Millrate 


The meeting of June 19 
which has come under fire 
as being a ‘non meeting’ 
was approved Tuesday night 
as amended. 

The amendment made by 
Councillor John Bakker ree 
fers to the motion made June 
18 by Councillor Hudson: 
“That another meeting be 
held tomorrow night at 8 
p.m, TO DEAL WITH THE 
BALANCE OF THE AGe 
ENDA,"’ Councillor Bakker 
asked Cs. Hudson to clarify 
the intent of the motion, 
After Cs, Hudson explained 
that he intended the motion 
to mean exactly as it read, 
the vote on the amendment 
was unanimous at 6-0, Then 
the motion itself as amende 
ed was unanimously app- 
roved also at 6 + 0, 

All this ‘legislating’ was 


deemed very essential since 
there was a question whether 
the June 19 meeting was 
ultra vires or not, Now that 
the motion was clarified and 
its intent made clear, there 
remained no question as to 
the validity of the meeting, 

It was indeed a continua 
tion of the June 18 meeting 
at which the balance of the 
agenda would be dealt with 
agreed council, 

Once that hurdle was 
overcome, there still ree 
mained the problem of the 
two bylaws. Bylaw 23/73 
authorizes the 1973 mill 
rates while Bylaw 24/73 
authorizes the 1973 business 
tax mill rate. 

Although Bylaw 23/73 was 
approved at the June 19 
meeting, and the minutes 
were ultimately approved at 


last night’s meeting, Mayor 
Ray Gibbon urged council to 
review the bylaw and take a 
second vote on it in orderto 
insure against possible ree 
percussions, 

It was then agreed that 
Bylaws 23/73 and 24/74 be 
placed back on last night’s 
agenda and dealt with all 
over again,

‘Those instructions were 
not followed,’’ Mr. Beedle 
said, and residents of Belle- 
vue Crescent will attest to 
that. About 15 trees, some 
that measure up to eight 
inches on the stump were 
needlessly chopped, The na= 
tural footpath snaking its 
way along the floor of the 
beautiful ravine was not 
followed, In fact the young 
work crew found the foote 
path ‘‘rather mucky and 
wet’’ therefore they procee= 
ded to carve a swath up on 
the shoulder of the ravine, 
‘up farther where it’s not 
so mucky,’’ 

The bulldozer said to be 
Militia property is in fact 
the Town's mini-tractor dee 
ployed to the scene to skid 
out deadfalls. The damage 
will never be repaired ale 
though Mr. Beedle said trees 
will be replaced, He admitte 
ed that some of the beautie 
ful old trees destroyed by 
the eager youngsters cannot 
be replaced but some of the 
scars that were left in the 
Bellevue Ravine will heal 
with time. ‘‘To make sure 
that such an ugle adventure 
doesn’t happen again,’’ Mr. 
Beedle promised, ‘‘we of the 
parks department will keep 
a closer vigil on the work

Series To Diagnose 
Health Food Theory 


By Candace Long, Assistant

The Milk Foundation of 
Ontario and Canadian Con= 
sumer Magazines have both 
put out interesting articles 
on health foods in recent 
months, Using these articles 
as a source of reference, 
we are going to publish a 
series of columns to pro=- 
vide current information on 
health foods. 

So-called ‘‘health foods’’ 
(“organic foods,’’ “natural 
foods’’) are not new, There 
has simply been a re-awake- 
ened interest in them, for 
various reasons, Enthusia- 
sts define health foods as 
“those foods produced from, 
or raised on, soi] that is 
unpolluted by chemical fere 
tilizers; are free of chem- 
ical sprays and artificial 
additives; have not had the 
“‘goodness’’ refined out of 
them; and are prepared for 
the table with the least poss- 
ible delay and loss of nute 
rients,’’ 

This definition (and the 
term “health foods’) itself 
implies that these foods are 
superior in nutrient value 
to regular foods purchased 
in a grocery store, Provide 
ing health foods are cone 
sumed in variety andchosen 
from the foods outlined in 
Canada’s Food Guide, they 
are not harmful. However, 
they are NOT SUPERIOR to 
foods chosen with care from 
the grocery store, and they 
DO COST up to 50 per cent 
MORE MONEY. 

WHY ARE HEALTH FOODS 
POPULAR? 

If you are tempted to bee 
come a user of health foods, 
perhaps you will find your 
reason among the following: 

1) A public concern FOR 
ECOLOGY and a fear of 
additives, pollution, pestie 
cides, and chemical fertil- 
izer, along with a suspicion 
of processed and packaged 
foods. 

2) The idea that illness 
is rooted in the foods we 
eat, and can therefore be 
cured by foods. 

3) A CONCERN ‘FOR 
HEALTH and a youthful app- 
earance, with a fear of old 
age and its ailments, 

4) The belief that natural 
foods taste better, are more 
nutritious, and fresher. 

5) Young people seeking 


their own identity may adopt 
an ‘fanti-establishment’’ 
outlook and discard “‘estae 
blishment’’ foods as part of 
this revolution, 

6) Health foods fill an 
EMOTIONAL NEED which 
is not being met by a scien- 
tific approach to nutrition, 

7) A GENERAL LACKOF 
KNOWLEDGE of the true 
facts of nutrition, so that 
widely-publicized food fad 
literature easily convinces 
one of nutrition myths, 

8) A search for somee 


thing new and different 
(health foods are “fashion=- 
able’’), 


Some examples of foods 
which you might find on the 
shelves of a health food 
store include grains and 
cereals with a minimum of 
refining (whole wheat flour, 
wheat germ, brown rice), 
seeds such as sunflower and 
sesame, nuts such as cash- 
ews and peanuts, and “une 
processed’’ foods such as 
yogurt, buttermilk, unpast- 
urized honey, sea salt, and 
raw brown sugar, You might 
also run across some orgalie 
ic foods, These are grown 
in soil fertilized by natural 
rather than chemical fertile 
izers, 

The inclusion of some of 
the above foods as health

foods completely misses the 
facts and is inconsistent with 
health food reasoning, For 
instance, yogurt and buttere 
milk are not only made from 
pasteurized milk, but are 
even further ‘‘processed’’ 
and yet health food advocates 
call them ‘‘unprocessed,’’ 

You probably know that 
health food faddists also 
promote the use of a wide 
variety of dietary supple- 
ments, usually in the form 
of tablets. It makes one 
wonder why they do this. 
If they claim that their foods 
are so superior nutritione 
ally, one should not need 
extra nutrients to supplee 
ment such foods. 

For each supplement, a 
claim is made, These claims 
either distort scientific fact, 
exaggerate the truth, or are 
not true at all, The trouble 
arises because these claims 
sound reasonable to a pere 
son who does not know the 
truth about nutrition. If you 
are in doubt about the hone 
esty of such a claim, it 
would be best to learn the 
truth, and then you will be 
sure to eat only those foods 
which truly promote health, 
These are, after all, the 
real health foods!
